So me Alluring Thing s Mo ney Will Lu> 
in Euro pe. 
Titles are allu rin g lliln gs, bu t it 
n ot gen erally kn own that they can be 
bou ght,if paid for at the market price. 
I n fact, in all Ku ropean cou n tries, 
titles are pu rchasable commod ities. 
It is requ ired , in the case of a paten t 
of n obility, that the recipien t of the 
hon or shall pay the registration fee. 
From these fees the govern men t d e­ 
rives a con sid erable in come. 
Shou ld 
the govern men t n eed mon ey its offi* 
ciaJ organ an n ou n ces the fact that the 
' ‘^sovereign d eign s,’’ or ‘hs graciou sly 
pleased ” to con fer a in arqu isate on 
this or a d u ked om on that 
faithfu l 
su bject. 
The other importan t fact 
th a t the n ew marqu is or rliikc has paid 
th e heavy registration fee— is n ot 
on en tion ed . 
In Spain , Portu gal an d Italy the 
registration fees ran ge from £1,000 
for a d u ke to £2,000 for a marqu is an d 
£ 2,000 for a cou n t. In all three cou n ­ 
tries the creation of a d ozen 
peers 
makes a very acceptable ad d ition to 
th e reven u e. 
In German y the fees 
are so Iieavy th a t Prin ce Bismarck 
refu sed to pay them. Tie d eclin ed to 
take u p the title of d u ke of Laiien - 
berg, as it wou ld have cost him some­ 
thin g like £ 2,500, an d when he wa^ 
created ])rin ce the old Emperor Wil­ 
liam paid the fees for him. 
I n Great Britain the fees are n ot so 
high. 
On the creation of a d u ke the 
registration of tlie royal letters paten t 
costs £ 400; in the case of a marqu is, 
the fee is £ 300, an d so the jirice goes 
d own — £ 250 for an carl, £ 200 for a 
riscoimt, £ 150 for a liaron , £ 1)0 fora 
baron et an d on ly £ 30 fo ra kn ight. 
While in En glan d titles are n ot ac­ 
tu ally bou ght an d paid for in mon ey, 
it is tru e, n evertheless, that they are 
bou ght. 
For in stan ce, a man may ac­ 
qu ire a title by id en tifyin g himself 
with a great ])olitical party an d su b­ 
scribin g heavily to its election fu n d . 
Or he can bu y a n ewspaper an d su p­ 
port the party. 
Or he can be philan ­ 
thropic, give largely to charity an d 
squ are the accou n t by acceptin g 
a 
title. 
In Fran ce, sin ce tlie esiabli.d irn cn t 
of the repu blic, it lias n ot ijcen pos­ 
sible to bu v titles. 
In that cou n try 
vou have to be con ten t with the Ee- 
gion of H on or for you r mon ey. 
Bu t 
when a n obleman is cliild loss 
an d 
withou t d irect male licirs to ] erpetu - 
ate the title, "he may ad opt a you n g 
man for that pu rpose. 
This fact i^ 
taken ad van tage of by people with 
mon ey. iMost of these n obles are poor 
an d qu ite read y to '^ad opt” a you n g 
fellow who brin gs with him a good ly 
portion of cash.— X. Y. Jou rn al.

I^iqu id air can be rapid ­ 
ly con verted in to compressed air at 
six ton s per s(}u are in ch. This wou ld 
probably be u sefu l in the projection of 
high explosives. 
Gompressed air is 
n ow u sed for propellin g mobile torpe­ 
d oes, or ilbli torped oes, as thev are 
I 
*/ 
called . 
Dirigible torped oes cither d e- 
[)cn d for power n ])on compressed air 
or tlie electric en ergy of a storage bat­ 
tery. 
Compressed air rccpiires high 
|)rossu res an d very stron g an d heavy 
con tain in g vessels. 
Liiju id air can l)e 
evaporated at an y d esired pressu re, 
while its bu lk re|u *esen ts that of air 
u n d er 800 almos])heres. 
A siorage 
battery wou ld properly be from five 
to ten times as heavy as liqu efied air 
in a receptacle, for equ al 
available 
en ergy. 
Bu t n o storage battery cou ld 
be d ischarged at an e((u ivalen t rate. 
Su bmarin e lioats an d Hyin g ma­ 
chin es may yet fin d u se for liqu id air. 
In the su bmarin e boat it cou ld

Kansas only a half a dozen oifices 
out of a total of nearly 300 large 
p ostoflices, where the gross receip ts 
ex ceed $ 10,000 p er annum, show 
decreases, and even in these cases 
it is almost imp ercep tible.

the rest show a remarkable change 
for the better, in some cases the in­ 
creased gross receip ts for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, iNyq, ov’er 
those of the fiscal year iSpvS ure Do 
p er cent greater. 
Of the nineteen p rincip al p ost- 
otllces in Missouri only two s ow 
decreases, and in these cases the 
decrease is almost imp ercep tible,
